Oct. 6.—The census bu­ 
reau has Issued a statem ent showing 
that during the year ending Aug. 31. 
last, 4,784.274 bales of cotton were 
taken In the United States for con­ 
sum ption; that 4.871,168 bales were 
consumed, and th at 675,987 bales were 
still held by m anufacturers at that 
date. 
Of the consumption, 2,370,'*38 
bales were used In the cotton growing 
states, and 2,501,130. in 
the 
other 
states. 
The statistics for cotton taken and 
consumed are for all establishm ents 
using 
raw 
cotton, including 
cotton 
mills, woolen mills, hosiery, knit goods 
establishm ents, those engaged in the 
m anufacture of m attresses 
and the 
like. 
The petals include foreign cot­ 
ton amounting to 9.887 bales taken, 
and 10,100 consumed by m anufactur­ 
ers in other states.

central valleys 18, eastern states 20. 
The important features of this disturbance will be the 
wintry weather into which it will carry us. 
Temperatures will 
not go very high as it approaches but will go very low as the 
following cold wave comes in. 
Precipitation will not generally 
be very heavy but will become more general than 
in preceding 
part of the month. 
The weather of this disturbance will be 
I 
more like November than like October. 
Immediately following Oct. 6 will come a general wave of 
high temperatures and summer like weather with not much 
rain till the next disturbance passes. 
From 15 to last of month 
very cool weather is expected. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


W hatever the cause of our weather changes may be that 
cause or those causes* will show up in the changes of our temp- 
j 
eratures, rainfall, barometer and wind force. 
A physician ex­ 
amines the pulse. 
He does not try to get to the heart, because 
the pulse tells what the heart is doing. 
If a fever strikes the 
lungs, the brain, the bowels, the kidneys, the pulse tells it and 
indicates what changes have taken place. 
Our weather changes 
are the pulee beats of our earth, the positive manifestation of 
the heart beats of the solar system and closely related to the uni* 
vent* 
If we desire to learn of the causes at work in our solar 
system we should examine its pulse which we find in the mag­ 
netic throbs and weather changes. 
Joseph Henry for 20 years 
called attention to the weather records as the path along which 
weather discoveries m ust be made. 
But when Prof. Langley 
succeeded to the place made vacant by Joseph’s death the pro­ 
gram was changed, the weather records neglected and an effort 
installed to feel the pulse of the sun instead of the earth. 
The 
weather bureau is following Langley and the result w ill be as it 
was with Langley’s $70,000 flying machine.
